Transport Canada’s Aviation Group 
is responsible for the regulation and 
safety of aviation in Canada. 

To meet this responsibility, increas- 
ingly sophisticated electronic systems on 
the ground and in the air help to provide 
safe all-weather operation of air traffic. 

Aviation Group technicians/ 
technologists service and maintain these 
electronic systems. Transport Canada 
employs the largest number of such 
experts in the public service. 

As an electronics technician with 
Transport Canada, you can be part of 
the team that services and maintains a 
wide variety of communications equip- 
ment, radar systems, computers, air 
navigational aids and security systems. 

Transport Canada needs qualified 
men and women who are reliable, in- 
terested in their field and looking forward 
to career advancement in a challenging 
environment. 


QUALIFICATIONS 
Men and women interested in be- 


coming electronics technicians with 
Transport Canada must have success- 


fully completed secondary school educa- 
tion and a recognized course in elec- 
tronics at a post secondary education 
institute. 

For example, a high school or tech- 
nical high school graduate, who has 
completed a two or three year electronics 
course at an institute of technology or 
CEGEP normally meets the educational 
requirement to be an electronics techni- 
cian/technologist with Transport Canada. 

Experienced workers who have 
equivalent technical knowledge and a 
capacity for work in the electronics field, 
and who have the general knowledge 
and abilities normally associated with 
successful completion of secondary 
school graduation, may be accepted. 

Candidates must have a valid 
driver's licence for some positions and 
must be in satisfactory physical condition 
according to the work to be performed. 


TRAINING 


Candidates will be interviewed to 
determine their level of competence and 
if accepted, they will receive further train- 
ing on the Aviaton Group’s electronic 
systems at the Transport Canada Train- 
ing Institute (TCTI), Cornwall, Ontario. 
Other training courses may be given in 


the regions or by electronic equipment 
manufacturers. 


DUTIES 


Electronics technicians/technologists 
in the Aviation Group work mainly in one 
of the following fields: 


— Communications Systems and 
Computers 

Transport Canada installs and main- 
tains communications systems covering 
a broad spectrum of frequencies and 
services. These systems are used to 
communicate with aircraft and mobile 
ground equipment at civil airports and 
Flight Service Stations. LF/HF systems 
provide point-to-point communications 
between stations in isolated northern 
areas. Wide use is made of solid state 
communications control and switching 
equipment for controlling numerous 
shared transmit/receive channels. 

Communications technicians may 
also maintain land lines at certain loca- 
tions. 

Airports have an important safety 
and security role to play and Transport 
Canada has installed weapon detectors 
and baggage X-ray equipment at pas- 
senger terminals. This equipment is also 
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maintained by communications techni- 
cians. 

Multi-channel recorders monitor 
every frequency and land line and record 
all voice communications with aircraft 
either airborne or on the ground. 

At major airports, computerized 
communications control and switching 
systems have been installed. These 
systems are becoming increasingly im- 
portant to Transport Canada. 


— Radar and Automation 

Radar stations have been built at 
strategic locations across the country to 
cope with increasing air traffic. 

Primary radar systems have been 
supported by adding secondary (beacon) 
radar, bright display units, and digital 
radar displays. In addition, radar 
simulators and air traffic simulators have 
been installed for the continuous training 
of air traffic controllers. 

Airport Surface Detection Equipment, 
operating at 9300 MHz, or 35 GHz is 
being installed at various airports. This 
radar enables ground control of aircraft 
when surface visibility is poor. 

Major airports have the Joint Enroute 
Terminal System (JETS) and Operational 
Information Display System (OIDS). 
These are automated systems used for 
air traffic control. 


— Navigational Systems 
Navigational aids, permitting all- 
weather operation of air traffic through- 
out Canada, are continually updated. 
They generally fall into three 
categories: 


‘ approach and landing aids, such as 
the Instrument Landing System (ILS), 
which gives pilots a visual read-out on 
instruments for vertical and lateral 
guidance and distance from 
touchdown; 


‘en route aids, such as nondirectional 
beacons, VHF omnidirectional ranges 
(VOR), tactical air navigation systems 
(TACAN), and distance-measuring 
equipment (DME), all of which provide 
pilots with visual information on correct 
heading and distance to destination; 


‘ VHF direction-finding equipment, 
through which a ground station takes 
a bearing from an aircraft radio trans- 
mission and relays that bearing to the 
aircraft. 


CAREER OPPORTUNITIES 
Successful candidates will receive 


training and later work in one of these 
fields. They may work anywhere in 


Canada - from a busy airport in central 
Canada to a remote station on Ellesmere 
Island in the Arctic. 

There are nine levels in the Elec- 
tronics Group (EL1 to EL9). A new 
employee generally starts at level one 
and progresses to level four - the normal 
working level - in about three years. 

Until the working level is reached, 
the new employee participates in an EL 
Development Program designed to as- 
sure the potential and proficiency of new 
employees and acquaint them with the 
organization and activities of the Aviation 
Group and Transport Canada. Technical 
training is also provided as part of this 
program. 

After the working level is reached, 
employees may then progress to lead 
hand (EL5) or specialty supervisor (EL6). 
Further opportunities for promotion to 
positions at regional offices, or headquar- 
ters, or at the Training Institute are avail- 
able. The positions, from EL5 to EL8, 
may be in specialty areas, quality assur- 
ance, field installations, standards, re- 
search and development, or training. 

Many electronics technicians eventu- 
ally progress into supervisory and man- 
agement positions. In some cases techni- 
cians may transfer to other areas such 
as avionics, test instrumentation or flight 
checking. 
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BENEFITS 


Salaries are comparable with those 
in private industry and a career with 
Transport Canada guarantees all the 
benefits provided to other employees in 
the Public Service of Canada. 


The benefits include: 

— scheduled salary increases 

— paid vacation 

— sick leave 
(unused benefits accumulate 
year-to-year) 

— special leave for births, marriage, 
bereavement and other special 
circumstances 

— Life insurance available at 
inexpensive rates 

— medical and hospital insurance 

— an indexed pension that becomes 
payable at age 55 with 30 years 
experience. 


Some benefits are subject to collec- 
tive agreements and may change from 
time to time. Up-to-date information on 
these and other benefits is available 
through Transport Canada’s regional 
offices. 


HOW TO APPLY 


Male and female electronics techni- 
cians interested in a career with Trans- 
port Canada may obtain application form 
(PSC 367-4110) from any Public Service 
Commission (PSC) office, Canada 
Employment Centre, or Post Office. 

The completed application form 
should outline general and electronics 
education and experience. The form 
should be forwarded to the nearest Pub- 
lic Service Commission office. These are 
listed in the centre pages of this booklet. 

Security clearances are required for 
most positions and interested applicants 
should also arrange to complete security 
clearance forms as soon as possible.
